In exercise of the power conferred by section 28 of 
'the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
Board of Trustees of the Port of Paradip hereby make 
the following rcguEtions to amend the “Paradip Port 
Employes (Recruitment. Seniority and Promotion) 
Regulations, 1967”, subject to the approval of the 
Central Government under sub-section (1) of section 
124 of the said Act :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—These Re¬ 
gulations may be called ‘Paradip Port Em¬ 
ployees (Recruitment, Semority and Promo¬ 
tion) 3rd Amendment Regulations, 1992.’ 

2. The said regulation shall come into force 
on the daite of Pubjicatic® of Notification 
in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the Regulation 10 of “Paradip Port Em¬ 
ployees (Recruitment, ^niority aiad Promo¬ 
tion) Regulations, 1967’’ (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the Principal Regulations), the 
provisions of sub-reflation (1) reading “An 
employee on probation who has no lien on 
any post under the Board or Government 
shall be liable to be discharged from ser¬ 
vice at any time without notice’’ shall be 
substituted with the following provisions :
